OFFER REFUSED 
BY CREDITORS 


Brunswick Bankruptcy Case 
Had Preliminary Hearing 
Yesterday, 


Brunswick, Ga., January 27.~(Special.) 


In the bankruptcy court today another 


very interesting case came uP, being that 
of the Morgan Drug store, of this city, 
which was recently thrown into involun- 
tary bankruptcy by creditors in Macon 
and other cities, 

The first meeting of the creditors was 
held and some _ very interesting facts 
were brought out during the hearing. 
F. D. M. Strachan, president; J. E. Mor. 
gan, general manager, and R. §. Rickett 
treasurer, were placed on the stand dur- 
ing the day. 

The evidence showed that the volume 
of business of the concern amounted to 
between $1,750 and $2,000 monthly, or 
about $20,000 annually, which is consid@- 
ered a large business for a drug firm. 

The only reason which could be ad- 
vanced for the insolvency of the firm 
was the fact that there were about 
$3,250 in bad accounts which could not 
be collected in full. 

Attorneys representing the company of- 
fered a compromise of 40 per cent of 
the debts. They stated that the entire 
stock, fixtures, etc., were worth about 
$3,750, and they were willing to settle 
for $3,750. 

While it is not definitely known as yet, 
it is believed that the offer will be re.

The greatly reduced acreage certain 
to result will insure, even with anoth- 
er ideal growing season, a crop next 
winter of less than 10,000,000 bales, 
and as ideal growing seasons are few 
and far between, it is extremely unlike 
ly that more than 8,000,000 bales of 
cotton will be grown in the United 
States next season. 

The result must inevitably be all 
that is promised. 

It will require all the heldover cot- 
ton to supply the deficit and barely 
meet the world’s consumptive demand, 
and the law of supply and demand 
will take care of the price. The 10- 
cent minimum will be readily attained, 
and there is the possibility of Sully 
prices. 

Meanwhile, let the cotton still in 
frst hands remain in storage. Let 
the farmer-owner, on no promising of- 
fer other than a fair spot price, be 
not beguiled into giving it over to con- 
sumption. Already it is known that 
certain cotton mills, through their 
agents or brokers, have offered first- 
hand holders of the staple the pres- 
Cnt spot price on delivery now, with 
the contract guarantee of any higher 
‘igure that the market may reach be- 
fore July 1st next, the farmer himseif 
fo elect when that figure has been 
reached. The farmer is not wise who 
goes against this species of gambling. 
He would better take chances with 
his brother farmers who will hold 
until the speculative siege is effectu- 
ally broken, for in their case the ele- 
ment of chance is infinitesimal. Eight 
million bales of American cotton have 
not supplied the American quota for 
the world’s consumptive requirements 
the coming year, not by any manner 
of means, and after July 1st the mills 
are going to need the bulk of this seu- 
son's “overplus.” Let them pay its 
true value! For the farmers, or any 
considerable number of them, to sell 
their cotton to the mills on the fore- 
going condition would bring about the 
very condition that the present move- 
ment seeks to prevent, namely, the 
sumpticn. When consumption is sup- 
the market wculd remain depressed. 
It is a lively demand and a steady de- 
mand that bulls the market. 

It is not the farmer’s lookout if the 
speculative brokers who have played 
such a stiff bear hand this year are 
going to fall cown on their delivery 
contracts. They. have overreached 
themselves in their plot to “do” the 
farmer, and the consequences will 
prove saiulary on the cotton market 
in the future.

It may involve sacrifices and 
inconveniences for the time being, it 
is true, but all southern interests 
must stand together in suppart of the 
weakest links in the cotton-holding 
chain and see tkat no farmer is forced 
to surrender.

The freedom of the press could be 
preserved in no other way, and Amer- 
ican newspaper readers are well 
aware of this truth and its wide-reach- 
ing significance.

$140.94 a month on an average; the high- 
est in the country; but California does 
better than any other state by the women 
who average there $65.81 a month. Asa 
rule, the highest salaries are paid in the 
west.

CONDEMNED TO GALLOWS 
HILBURN SEEKS LIBERTY 


Interesting Appeal Made 


to Prison Commission. 


State Chemist Makes Report---Judge Hart's 
Narrow Escape---State Capitol Gossip. 


ever made to the prison commis- 

sion, perhaps, is that of Bud Hil- 
burn, of Emanuel county, which the com- 
mission will meet on Monday, January 
30, to consider. 

Bud Hilburn is a negro, and he ts sen- 
tenced to be hanged on Friday, February 
3. The crime for which this sentence 
was given him is the murder of a white 
man named Abby Durden, committed 
nearly a year ago. 

As a usual thing a murderer condemned 
to the gallows asks’ no more of the prison 
commission and the governor than com- 
mutation to life imprisonment, and they 
generally feel the luckiest in the world 
if they get that. But Hilburn, through 
his counsel, A. F. Lee, of Swainesboro, 
asks a full pardon. From the shadow of 
the gallows he asks for his liberty. 

Hilburn bases his request upon the 
claim that his main witness was not 
brought into court, although he was in 
the county, and within the jurisdiction 
of the court. This witness, he declares, 
would have sworn that Durden fired the 
first shot, and would have shown that he, 
Hilburn, shot purely in self defense, 

Hilburn also makes the claim that at 
the time he was ‘tried there was a good 
deal of excitement in his section of the 
state, due to the hynching of Reed and 
Cato, and he says it was impossible to 
get justice at the hands of the jury of 
white men. 

As this execution is scheduled to take 
place next Friday, the prison commission 
will meet on Monday to consider the case 
and will probably send its report to the 
governor on Monday afternoon, 

McCandless’ Report, 

The past year has been a very busy One 
in the chemical division of the state de- 
partment of agriculture. State Chemist 
J. M. McCandless has just made his an- 
nual report to Commissioner O. Bb. Ste- 
vens, in which he says: 

“Reviewing the work of the chemical 
division for the past year, I have to re- 
mark that it has been the busiest year 
in the history of the department: over 
700,000 tons of fertilizers having been in- 
spected and admitted for sale in the state. 
This unprecedented sale has, of course, 
necessitated a greater number of chem- 
ical analysis than ever before, some fif- 
teen hundred separate analyses being 
made, exclusive ‘of the duplications. In 
addition, we have been called upon b) 
the inspector of naval stores to decide 
upon several samples of turpentine sus- 
pected of adulteration. In addition, we 
have found time to investigate many of 
the food products offered for sale in the 
state. The results of these analyses 
showing the urgent necessity for the 
passage and enforcement of a general 
pure food law in the state of Georgta, 
for copious details of the work accom- 
plished by this division during the past 
year, I beg to call your attention to the 
bulletin for the year. 

“T have as usual expended in the main- 
tenance of the laboratory the whole of 
the sum appropriated for that purpose, 
$1,000.”"" 


Had a Narrow Escape. 

Attorney’ General John C, Hart, who 
has’ just returned from Washington, 
where he went on business for the state, 
had a narrow escape from what, perhaps, 
would have been serious injury early 
Thursday morning, in a wreck on the 
Southern, which occurred near Danville, 
Va. 

The train upon which Judge Hart was 
returhing, known as No. 39, had a head 
end collision near Danville, about 2 
o'clock Thursday morning, and several 
passengers were quite badly injured and 
shaken up, though no one was killed. 

Judge Hart, in speaking of the accident, 
said strangely enough most of the people 
injured as the result of the collision were

happens. He had been unabie to sleep, 
though he had tried every way to do so, 
and finally as a last resort he changed 
hig position, turning his head away from 
the engine. It was only a few minutes 
after he did this that the collision came, 
and quite a number of those who occu- 
pied berths in the sleeper were thrown 
forward, their heads against the berth 
partition. Judge Hart met the shock 
with his feet, and in such a way that 
he was not even bruised, while some of 
those who struck on their heads are sald 
to have been quite severely injured.

There is scarcely a mai] that does not 
bring to Georgia members of the senate | 
and the house inquiries concernigg the 
status of claim bills, and especially in- 
quiry why it is that certain claims are 
appropriated for, while many others are 
mot. It does not seem to be geperaly 
understood that every claim of this na- 
ture—in fact, every claim against the 
government—has to go before the court 
of claims and the claim fully establish- 
ed pvefore congress will make an appro- 
priation. In the above list, each and 
every case bas been adjudicated by the 
court of claims. Many of them had been 
pending there for years before action 
was taken upon them. 

Every member of the Georgia delega- 
tion has succeeded in having qdaim bills 
of constituents referred to the court of 
claims, and there are many of them now 
pending there; but congress can do noth- 
ing until after the court passes upon 
them, establishing the validity of the 
claim and the amount justly due. It re-
